LONDON, Jan. 10.—The House of Lords to-day rejected Lord
Loreburn's amendment to the representation of the people bill, by
which it was sought to exclude women from the suffrage. The vote
against the amendment was 134 to 69.

The new franchise bill before the House of Lords revealed strong
opposition {0 woman suffrage. Earl Loreburn moved to omit from
the bill the clause giving women the Parliamentary vote. After a
two days' debate the amendment was rejected.

Tho debate showed one important convert to the women's cause
in the Bishop of London. But Earl Loreburn, the Marquis of Lans-
downe, Baron Finlay and Earl Curzon strongly opposed placing the
names of six million women on the voting register. They argued that
tho present House of Commons, which had been extended beyond its
natural life, owing to the war, had no mandate 10 decide such a mo-
mentuous question.

Mareover, it was illogical, if the vote was given, {o stipulate the
age of thirly years as a qualification. Tord Curzon argued that
wherever women had been granted the vote a stimulus had always

The Resolution Adopted

Here is the amendment:

Resolved by the Senate and House
of Hepresentatives of the United
States of America, in Congress as-
sembled’ (two-thirds of each house
coneurring therein), that the follow-
ing artirle be proposed to the legis-
laturea of the several statea as an
amendment to the Constitution of
the United States, which, when rati-
fied by three-fourths of eaid legis-
lntures, shall be vulid as part of said
Constitution, namely:

“Article —.

“Section 1. The right of eitizens
of the United States to vote =hall not
be denied or sbridged by the United
States or by any state on account of

“Section Congrees shall have
power, by appropriate legizlation, to
enforce the provisions of this ar-
ticle.”
